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Yesterdey in his afdcess vefure the Imperial Diet Promier 
Tojo made it clesr th-t it is tho immtatlo policy of Japen to free 
Asia ocrmanently from the 9ge-011 fettors of Anglo-Saxcn domination 
ani to restore Asiatic povoles to their oroper ond rightful pleces. 
Furthermore, emphasizing tha necessity of constructing eni téefeniing 
Gre tor East Asia, the Frenier referrel to the strong conviction which 
is no’ rapidly growing among its one billion inhehitants thot without 
p successful concli sion of this wer there can be no liberation of 
Asietic peoples and thet ithout the construction of Grecter East Asia 
there cen be no hope ani happiness for them. The Premior also pointed 
out thet now is the time for this country to responi to the seething 
Yosire of those veovles and to fulfill their asoirations, rocisrocating 
thrir spontaneous crereration. Concrete oroposal resarding each nation 
was sat forth in order to restore Asiatic peoples to their rigntful 
places --nemely the ostablishment of a structure of full-heerted 
noichbourly co-operetion anong Asiatic nations on tho besis of eouality 
ana reciprocity, *y according complete indep»nirnce to some member 
nations eni allowing othore carticipation in th: administration of 
their raspoctive lenis, The guiding principle is to inaugurate a new 
era in our part of the world along those lines nd to defond the prace 
and 6tability of tha r-gion s7ainst oxternal threats, 


This policy of enabling a)1 component countries of East Asia to 
fulfil their lore cherished asdirations ard to bring sbout 2 new regime 
of spontaneous collaboretion on than basis of courlity and recivorccity 
hes -lroady been demonstrated in concrete forms in tha so-called "Now 
Policy" of our Govornmont towerd Chine, which hes s ryed to open a new 
vista in tho history of th* s:sociacion of Javen and Vhins py ush-ring 
in close and cordiel reletions »s truly good n-irhvors. ‘ho ineuguration 
of this n w regim> means nothing but tho carrying out of sais netioral 
program thoroughly en? oxtending. it in eoirir ead oractice to the 
whola of Greater East Asie and the censclidstion thorety of the unity 
‘of the one billion peoples who live in this vnst era. :

Such a policy is, n-“dless to sey, in accorinnee with the lofty 
4icel on which our Bmpire is founded, and in thet senee it is, fundr- 
mntally sp-eking, not a new volity. Thon wirncipl> of neivhhourlincss 
end co-operation is on2 so fair and just thrt it can b> anpliad to 
all parts of the world. Since the fuvnistion of our Enpire our nation 
hes cherished the very seme spirit. Thorefor:, ovrs is an old pelicy. 
Yot in» sense, it is now. Why is it now? Lt us oxamino it from 
the angle of intornationel rolntions? 
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What sort of policy did the United States, Great Britain and 
the Netherlends pursue in the past especially towerd the Orient? 
As you know, "divide end rule" has alweys been the keynote of their 
crafty policy. By persistently pursuing thie policy, Britain has 
_ exploited India ruthlessly, while in Burope she has consistently 
pleyed the game of so-called balence of pover- In the Orient, both 
Britain 2nd America resorted to the tactics of pitting China ageinst 
Japan and exercised. meticulous cares not to allow any Orient‘. nution. 
to grow strong. They would not tolerate the emergence of a Great 
Pover in Asia. Their policy, whatever may be its outward forme, has 
been basically a policy of destruction, dosigned to keep the Asiatic 
countries in constant ani continuous turmoil and to permit the intruders 
to fish in troubled weters. It is the policy of Japan to 4o away, 
once and for all, with this evil factor of disturbance ani exsloitation 
ani to eliminete disunity and division with a viow to creating a new 
era of concord and collaboration throughout the region of greater 
East Asia. - 


Unless we take steps to remove such cvils, political and economic, 
there is no way of reconstructing Asia. On various occasions in tho 
past we have attempted to put into practice the lofty principle of 
our Enpire, but we heve always encountered multitudes of obstacles 
which severely hempered our efforts. The circumstances thet have 
blocked our path until today cannot, of course, be ascribed to any 
single factor. But brordly speaking, the principal factor has been 
the intrusion of Anglo-Saxon Powers. Wo heve succeeded at last in 
@limineting malignent influcnces of destructions and disturbances 
by dint of fierce strugeles — namely by our sweoping victory in the 


war. 


Todey the nations of Bast Acie aro no l7nger in the status of 
Anglo-Saxon colonics. Tha policy of Pritain and America has always 
been cherecterised by closed door, monovoly, aad explcitetion. Whorevor 
thoir policy penstreted it entailed an economic wer. They have 
publicly outlawed wer and earnestly plodgad not tu rerort to war os 
an instrument of netional poiicy. . Novertheless, they nave attempted . 
to bring other nations into submission >: openiy waging economic wars. 
of freezing of essets imposed on Jep2n may he cited as one cf the 
glering examples. 


Turning to Burope, we see there too en instructive spectacle. 
It is the Axis Powers who enjoy toitay the cosition of the advocate 
cf the cause of those smaller st-t-s which have been mercilessly 
treeted by Britain ani America. Curiously enough, the latter now 
aflvocating the hegemony of Great Powors, viz, Britain, America and 
the Soviets seems to here cast to winds the internsts of the smaller 
nations, for whcse defense ostensibly they provoked the present wars 
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It is beyond dispute thet Japan's consiatont policy toward East 
Asia is aimed at emancipation and, construction ae, contrasted with the 
Policy of dest#uction snd’ axploitat ion’ which Anglo-Saxon countrine 
relentlessly pursued in the, past. This policy of Japan is of a great’ | 
significance to all provles and nations ~-)eapecially,.it has a orofound 
derring upon ‘the: futura of the peoples of “ast Asia y ‘
